GENEVA, April 13.—Italy 
and Ethiopia bombarded the 
League of Nations with tele- 
grams Sunday insisting they 
observe international conven- 
tions of warfare but accusing 


each other again of violations. 

Italy said she cannot do other- 
wite than to punish “every in- 
human atrocity committed by the 
adversary, in contempt of every 
principle of law and morality.” 
Ethiopia cabled that her armies 
have conformed to international 
agreements regulating the conduct 
of warfare despite flagrant viola- 
tions by Italy. 

The message admitted that in 
isolated cases of individuals “may 
have reacted against the inhuman 
methods of the Italians.” The 
government added it has taken 
steps to impose severe punish- 
ment for lapses.

The Passing Show

Excuse the reminder, but there is to be a 
performance of “French Leave” on Saturday , 
evening, April 18, in aid of the Edmonton 
Cenotaph Fund. The fund is yet short by about 
$1000 of the amount needed to erect the Mem- 
orial in memory of the three thousand Edmon- 
ton men who fell in the 
Great War.

From the description furn- 
ished me by the Committee, 
the Memorial is to be a very 
beautiful one —- more beatuiful than at first 
hoped for, and at a much lower cost, It is to be 
in Columbia grey granite—a noble shaft bear- 
ing the symbols of the sword, the torch and the 
wreath, while at its base, borne on three lions 
carved in granite, a shrouded tomb is being 
placed in its final vault. The design is the 
registered property of the builders, who act as 
Alberta agents for the Imperial War Graves 
Commission, and who erected the cenotaph at 
Calgary.

It sometimes happens that difficulties turn 
out to be blessings in disguise. The Calgary 
Cenotaph was to cost $15,000 and an appeal by 
the Calgary Cenotaph Committee headed by 
Lt.-Col. J. H. Woods resulted in over $17,000 
being subscribed. The Edmonton Cenotaph 
Committee had hopes of receiving a similar sum, 
In this they were doomed to disappointment. 
Collections made by the Cenotaph Committee 
and by the I.0.D.E. total less than half what the 
Calgary citizens gave. 

The Cenotaph Committee had estimates from 
a local firm for a Cenotaph to cost $13,750, in 
addition to architects fees and the cost of pre- 
paring the foundation. Obviously they could 
not undertake a commitment so much in excess 
of their funds. At a time when it looked as if 
the project might have to be abandoned again 
for a further period, the Committee received an 
offer to erect the beautiful memorial described 
above for less than half of $13,750. For the sum 
of $6800, including architects fees, the Alberta 
agents of the Imperial War Graves Commission, 
with workshops in British Columbia, undertook 
to supply and erect the Cenotaph. They agreed 
to employ Edmonton workmen on the erection 
—returned men if possible. 

Since the award was made, attacks 
appeared in one of the Edmonton papers, aimed 
at the Cenotaph Committee and admittedly in- 
spired by the gentleman who heads the local 
firm of tombstone and memorial makers. Per- 
turbed because the out of town firm had got 
the contract to build the Cenotaph for $6800, 
the gentleman who wanted $13,750 plus archi- 
tects fees for a Cenotaph of slightly larger but 
less ornate design, now offers to build a similar 
Cenotaph for $7000—though the design is the 
registered property of the rival firm. 

Whether he could use his rival's registered 
design or carry out the work at the price, is not 
in issue. The contract had been awarded before 
the reduced offer was made. '

Inspecting the various estimates received by 
the Committee, an interesting fact is noted. Mr. 
R. T. Dykes, who now makes protest, on three 
different occasions tendered three different 
prices for the same Memorial—the prices vary- 
ing from $1375 to $13,750 

The first letter, dated Sept. 9, 1935, reads: 

“I estimate the completed weight of this 
Cenotaph at about 182,700 pounds. This 
could be erected in Grey Granite for around 
$3750, exclusive of any Bronze work 
needed.” 

Mr. Dykes’ second letter, dated Dec. 18, 1935, 
reads: 

“I am sorry to say 
made an error in the letter I sent you. The 
figures should have read $1375.00. There 
are over 1000 cubic feet of granite in the 
design and the rough price split to start 
work is more than the figure quoted.” 

Mr. Dykes third letter, dated December 19, 
1935, reads: 

“Will you destroy the letter of the 18th 
and substitute this letter. 

‘IT am sorry to say the stenographer 
made a mistake in our quotation of 9th of 
September last. She sent you the rough 
split granite cost and not the completed 
memorial cost. This should have been 
$13,750.00.” 

With only about half thaf sum in sight, the 
Committee was agreeably surprised at being 
able to secure a 23 ft. memorial of more beauti- 
ful design from the builders of the Calgary 
Cenotaph for $6800, inclusive of architectural 
fees and all other costs. 

After the award was made Mr. Dykes wrote 
a fourth letter dated March 28, 1936, offering 
to build a similar Cenotaph for $7000. He 
making this interesting observation: 

“We might add there is a fair profit foi 
us in this figure. This figure to be adver- 
tised in the Edmonton Journal for six days.” 

Whether there are more stenographers 
errors in this latest letter is of small account. 
The work was under way before it was written.

It would be regrettable should any person, 
from any motive whatsoever, rouse bitter feel- 
ings over a work of such unselfishness as this 
memorial to the sacrifice of our noble dead. A 
fitting way to silence any ill-will that may 
have been engendered would be to make the 
entertainment on Saturday a great success, and 
to speedily supply the Cenotaph Committee 
with the last thousand dollars or so it lacks for 
its commitments 

This isn’t intended in any way as a reflection 
on Mr, Dykes, but merely to place the Cenotaph 
Committee in a true light and to approve what 
they done under the difficulties of the 
Situation 

As a matter of fact I have great hopes that 
Mr. Dykes will relieve the Committee of any 
further financial worry. I recall with gratitude 
the very generous offer he made me a year ago 
that resulted in relieving a soldier's widow of 
any f liability for a headstone over her 
husband's grave.

Benefits of Massage

Have you ever had a headache or backache 
or an ache in your muscles which you relieved 
by rubbing? If so, you were using massage, a 
form of treatment which has been known to 
every nation as far back as history records, 
Massage today has become a well developed art, 
but it is well to remember 
that the value of such treat- 
ment depends largely upon 
the skill of the one adminis- 
tering it. 

Massage has been called a 
way to take exercise while 
resting. The success of mas- 
sage rests upon the following 
accomplishments: It increases 
the general nutrition and cir- 
culation of blood. The diges- 
tion may be improved, the

nerves soothed or stimulated, pain relieved, in- 


ternal congestion lessened and often certain 
swellings or deposits in the tissues may be re- 
moved, by the increased circulation of the blood. 

Massage removes the fatigue poisons from 
the muscles, It is singularly useful in toning up 
the muscles of sluggish intestines, and is in- 
valuable in the cure of long-standing consti- 
pation. 

Massage improves the circulation of both 
blood and Jymph. It may be used with great 
benefit in cases of prolapsus or during long 
periods of convalescence when the patient is 
confined in bed. It is of value in promoting 
the growth of hair, and many hair restorers owe 
their success to the massage which accompanies 
their application. 

Massage may be used with dieting for re- 
ducing the weight, since deep rubbing will assist 
in forcing more blood through fatty deposits 
and absorbing them more readily. 

Often one suffering from gas pains may be 
relieved by abdominal massage which assists 
in expelling the gas. 

Massage may be very valuable in prolapsus of 
the abdominal organs and in kinks and adhes- 
ions. Massage is often helpful in gall bladder 
trouble, strains of the back, and an adjunct to 
the treatment of many diseases. 

During acute inflammation, local massage is 
best avoided, as for example, during the acute 
inflammatory periods in arthritis; however, a 
general massage may be used over the rest of 
the body if the masseur is careful to avoid in- 
flamed areas. Local massage is also contra- 
indicated in skin eruptions 

Muscular soreness and stiffness due to over- 
exercise is readily relieved by skillful massage 
and the soreness will vanish so rapidly that it 
almost seems as though it is magically soothed 
away by the fingers of the operator. 

When used properly, massage is a great help 
in maintaining health. Many wealthy persons 
maintain their own private masseurs who travel 
with them. In Hollywood, where it is so neces- 
sary to retain a youthful appearance, massage 
has become very popular for soothing away un- 
wanted lumps of flesh, and building’in hollow 
places, until the desired perfect form is 
achieved. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Jackson G. writes: “Is meat 
a protein or a starch?” 

ANSWER: Meat is one of the most important 
proteins. It has been called the “wear and tear” 
food because of the fact that it provides the 
materia] necessary to replace muscular tissue 
worn out during activity. I consider a reason- 
able amount of meat to be beneficial, both in 
the diet of adults and children. 

QUESTION: “Pepless” says: “Would 
pyorrhea which has advanced to the stage 
where two teeth are loose and where the gum 
is discharging pus be enough to make me feel 
tired all the time?” 

ANSWER: I would certainly advise that you 
consult a dentist as soon as possible and have 
him advise you whether the teeth can be saved 
through certain local treatments given to the 
gum. At the same time that you are securing 
loca] treatment from your dentist, you should 
clean your body by means of a short fast and 
then follow this with a careful diet. As soon as 
your oral condition improves and pus is no 
longer discharged into your system, you should 
notice a decided improvement in your health 
and will not feel so tired. I will be glad to 
send to anyone who requests it, an article on 
Pyorrhea called “Four Out of Five,” together 
with some general suggestions on diet, if you 
will write to me, sending one large envelope 
and ten cents.

HARDLY TOUCHED

| the most interesting formations in 
the country,” he added. “The work 
done by the biggest operators, prin- 
cipally Consolidated, Athona and 
Greenless. is remarkable for the ef- 
ficient way it is being handled.

| gets a surprise when he finds a 
| civilized community with electric 
| lights, running water and excellent 
housing in a country that little 
more than a year ago was just 
caribou pasture.”

COMPANY MAY 
BE RE-FORMED 


| Losses Incurred in Corona 


Hotel Case Induces Re- 
organization 

With the company’s liquid posi- 
tion considered unsatisfactory at 
the present time, due in part to 
the loss in the Privy Council of 
the Corona hotel fire case, and 
also to small profits in recent 
years, it is understood that the 
directors of Northwestern Utili- 
ties Ltd., Edmonton's gas com- 
pany, have recommended to their 
shareholders a reorganization of 
the company. The recommenda- 
tion will be considered at meet- 
ings to be held on May 2 next. 


It is proposed to sell about $600,- | 
cumulative prior pre- | 


000 more 6% 
ferred snares and at the same time 
convert the present 8% preferred 
and cmomon shares into common 
shares of the par value of $25.00 
The monies realized on the sale of 
the preferred stock will be used to 
pay off the Corona judgment, for 
which it is estimated $200,000 will 
be required, and to discharge other 
liabilities, while the remainder will 
go into the company treasury for 
general corporate purposes 

NEW GAS SUPPLIES 

At the same time the company is 
asking the Board of Publie Utility 
Commissioners to reduce the an- 
nual contribution towards the 
amortization of the property. At 
present it is based on an assumed 
life of thirty years 

The Company's officials 
however, that the thirty year per- 
iod was selected when it was be- 
lieved that the Company was de- 
pendent on the gas at Viking only 

Since then the Kinsella field has 
been proven and the Company be- 
lieves that it has sufficient gas to 
supply the city for the next fifty 
years.

A casual survey was made 
of the potato plots Jast summer 
and it was found that most of 
them had been planted with in- 
ferior stock, Leaf voll was the | 
principal disease found, and in 
some plots almost every plant | 
was affected, Leaf roll is one of 
several types of virus diseases 
which cause _ deierioration. 
There may be no sign of dis- 
eases on or in the seed, never- 
theless such tubers wil] not 
produce a healthy plant and the 
crops from such plants do not 
usually amount to more than | 


one-third that of a healthy 
plant. 

The best remedy is to discard 
all seed stock which has de- 
clined, and secure a supply of 
certified seed which has been 
inspected in the fields and after 
harvest by a member of the 
Dominion Seed Potato Certifi- 
cation Service, 

Such seed stock is easily 
identified by the official tag 
attached to each container, If 
the government teg is not pres- 
ent, then it is table stock and 
not seed, and seed prices should 
not be paid. There are no regu- 
lations in effect which prevent 
anyone from using any kind of 
potatoes for seed purposes, and 
table stock may be on sale in 
some of the stores selling seeds, 
but the purchaser has the right 
to demand the official tag if he 


pays seed prices for potatoes.
